After Dinner Oratory. 


Although "forensic oratory" is fast 


becoming a tradition, although college 
debating at its best calls out but per- 
functory interest from the body of stu- 
dents, although what is left of congres- 
sional eloquence is worth, speaking com- 
paratively, but a passing mention in the 
press, although the address is supplant- 
ing the oration and is itself tolerated as 
a perhaps necessary bore, yet there prob- 
ably never was a time when the "after 
dinner orator" flourished as he does to- 
day.

losopher, and our own is signalized by 
the bad digestion which waits on ora- 
tory a la mode. 
It is typical of the American way of 


doing things—just as we play our na- 
tional game by crowding around a "dia- 
mond" to watch professionals play it 
for us—that at our dinners we have our 
talking done for us, if not by profes- 
sionals, at least by men who make a 
profession of it. These are the men who, 
as ono of their number wittily described 
it, are to be found regularly each din- 
ing season traveling "the postprandial 
circuit " They are popular, recognized 
purveyors of this kind of oratory, as dis- 
tinctly marked as a class as are clergy- 
men or actors —Outlook. 


Origin of Graham Bread. 


It would be interesting to trace th€ 


rise and fall of a fad. In 1882 Sylvester 
Graham, a Xankee preacher of the Pres- 
byterian faitb, decided that the surest 
\vay to cure the people of intemperance 
in drinking wns to cure them of the 
flesh eating habit 
He went up and 


down preaching vegetarianism and be- 
came the leader of a great following. 
He not only condemned liquors, but tea, 
cofiee, butter and salt, and wrote a book 
to prove that the only bread fit to eat 
•was that made of unbolted flour. 


This resulted in the Graham flour 


brand, called to this day in his honor. 
"Graham boarding bouses" were estab- 
lished everywhere, at which these doc- 
trines were practiced. Horace Greeley 
found his bride at a Graham boarding 
house, and for a time followed Gra- 
ham's teaching?. Graham advocated 
that following his diet would cause one 
to live to a Biblical age, but he died at 
tho early age of 66.—Atchison Globe.

Major Monroe and Lieutenant Hub- 


bard as experts presented a bill to the 
City Council for $200 for checking up 
and examining the surveys of two pro- 
posed routes for a water supply pipe 
to Beno and a gridiron system of dis- 
tribution for the town. 
The Major 


stated in his argument for the allow- 
ance of the bill that several years ago 
when the Sewer system waa being con- 
templated fnr Keuo, he bad made the 
survey and the Commissioners at that 
time employed an expert at a cost of 
$300 for about four hours work and 
upon his recommendation the size of 
sewer pipe was changed from eight 
inches to six inches and it had been 
demonstrated since that the expert 
was greivionsly wrong. 


The Major of course wished to con- 


vey to the Board of Council that the 
price charged for the opinion was in 
keeping with the experts knowledge 
of the matter in hand, the incorrect- 
ness of his opinion as compared with 
the details of the survey or the subse- 
quent loss or inconvenience to the city 
was of small consideration. If this is 
an illustration of expert work, what 
guarantee has the City Council that 
Messrs. Monroe and Hubbard's opin- 
ion may not be found after awhile to 
be at variance with Surveyor Gould, 
wbo inade the survey at a cost of $480, 
or if wholly agreeiug with Mr. Gould, 
what KU«r .ntee is there that the who'e 
"push" has not made a similar mistake 
to the one cited above. 


Lieutenant Hnbbard stated that ex- 


perts in matters of this kind were al- 
ways supposed to receive higher pay 
than men 
in general employment. 


That their knowledge and the years 
spent in acquiring it should receive 
consideration. This argument is well 
based, but if the President of the 
Board of Council is correct, when he 
says, that the city funds are limited 
and that it is necessary to practice the 
most rigid economy, there is certainly 
an inconsistency some where. 


It is no one's business but this ques- 


tion is not out of place. Did Major 
Monroe or Lieutenant Hubbard lose 
any part of their regular salaries while 
serving the City Board at $10 per day, 
or did the Government, by which they 
are employed at much less per diem, 
lose any part of their services during 
the ten days they

FOB PBACe AT ANT PRICE. 
; 


The President in his recent message 


to Congress seems to favor interven- 
tion in Cuban affairs, but whether to 
subjugate the insurgents or drive the 
Spaniards out of the island is not in- 
timated. There is not a word in the 
document that could be construed as 
recommending 
the 
recognition 
of 


Cuban independence or according the 
Cubans the 
rights of belligerents. 


There is nothing in the President's 
language to offend the haughty Span- 
iards, nor a word of encouragement to 
the struggling Cubans. The interven- 
tion which the President seems to be- 
lieve in is for the United States to send 
supplies to the starving reconcentrados 
and let the Spaniards devote all tha-r 
energies to the insurgents in the field. 
That is the only recommendation he 
makes to Congress, and he leaves the 
question of recognizing Cuba wholly 
with that body. He kept the country 
in suspense, hourly awaiting his mes- 
sage, for ten or twelve days, and then, 
in effect, tells Congress that it must 
assume all responsibility and that he 
awaits its action. That is the way the 
Napoleon placed in the White House 
by the gold trust deals with important 
issues. He tells Congress that the at- 
tention of himself and the Cabinet is 
wholly devoted to the Cuban question, 
April 1st he asked for three days time 
to prepare his message, and his request 
was granted, A week later he begged 
for more time and finally on the llth 
instant he tells Congress it must as- 
sume the responsibility. He expends 
150,000,000 preparing for war, then says 
war is expensive, and carefully avoids 
uttering a syllable that would arouse 
the ire of Spain or provoke it to de- 
clare war against the United States. 


M. A. Hanna is for peace at any price 


and Mr. McKmley simply announces 
the sentiments of the man who made 
him President. 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


Stocks opened stronger and higher in 


New York yesterday in view of Spain 
granting an armistice in Cuba. 


The two cruisers San Francisco and 


New Orleans have arrived at Halifax. 
Some alarm was felt for their safety as 
they were several days overdue. 


It has been found difficult to enlist 


able seamen on the battleship Vermont 
and the advisability of offering a bonnty 
of $300 to |500 per man is now being 
considered. 


Governor Fingree of Michigan has 


sent a message to the Legislature re- 
commending the authorization of a 
loan of half a million dollars in the 
event of war. 


Consul General Lee upon his arrival 


at Tampa, Florida, was received with 
great enthusiasm. Cheer after cheer 
greeted him aa he stepped from the 
steamer Olivette. 


The enlistment of men for a mounted 


regiment of California volunteers has 
commenced. San Francisco capital- 
ists are at the head of the movement 
and will equip the regiment at their 
own expense. 


Gomez states that Cuban insurgents 


will refuse to agree to an armistice now. 
They are anxious for hostilities to cease 
but want them to cease for all time, by 
Spain agreeing to evacuate Cuba and 
taking her flag with her. 


WAR NEWS. 


Betnralnff to the Thames. 
' 


If we do not soon Bee salmon at Lon- 


don bridge, there is a fair prospect of 
onr catching sea tront there before long. 
The main cause is the gradual cleans- 
ing of the Thames water, largely 
through the action of the county council 
in seonrlng better treatment of the Lon- 
don sewage; while a minor contribution 
is made by the efforts of the Thames 
conservancy to make the Thames not 
only a navigable waterway, but a.clean 
one. The sure and certain indexes of 
this improvement have been the succes- 
sive reappearances of certain kinds of 
fish, creeping up annually higher and 
higher from the sea. 


The writer has noted this process for 


some 11 years, with increasing satisfac- 
tion. The first indication conveyed to 
his mind that some change was taking 
place was the appearance of a couple of 
porpoises at Hammersmith bridge early 
on the morning of the fateful day when 
Mr. Gladstone's home rnlu bill was re- 
jected.

Lindsay did not do a thing but walk 
three miles to a farm house, hired a 
buggy and drove seventeen miles.

arrived in Spokane at 9 A. ir., stepped 
onto the platform, all muddy and tired 
as he was, and delivered a speech that 
set his audience wild with enthusiasm. 
Lindsay is thriving in the State of 
Washington, and is considered one of 
the legal lights of Seattle.

in bold contrast to the truckling poli- 
cies of the administration, The peo- 
ple want war. If there is no wnr and 
an armistice asid further delay, Democ- 
racy will be triumphant this fall and 
the people will welcome Bryan with a 
unanimity in 1900 that will sound the 
death knell of Republicanism. 


Senator Stewart in the Senate and 


Congressman Newlands in the House 
have been doing active and influen- 
tial work for Nevada this winter. Mr. 
Newlands' position on the Committee 
on Foreign Relations places him in a 
commanding position of importance 
as the fate of Cuba, and the question 
of war or no war depends largely upon 
the verdict of this committee.

53 of the Mining Regulations approved 
December 15, 1897, is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

ficate of the surveyor-general that not 
less than five hundred dollars' worth 
of labor has been expended or improve- 
ments made, by the applicant or hia 
grantors, upon each location embraced 
in the application, or if the application 
embraces several locations held in com- 


in, that an amount equal to five hun- 


dred dollars for each location, has been 


expended upon, and for the benefit 


of the entire group; that the plat filed 
05 the claimant is correct; that the 
field notes of the survey, as filed, turn 
ish auch'an accurate description of the 
claim as will if incorporated in a pat- 
ent serve to fully identify the premises 
and that such reference is made there* 
in to natural objects or permanent 
monuments as will perpetuate and fix 
the locus thereof: Provided, That as to 
all applications for patent made and 
passed to entry before July 1, 1898, 01 
which are by protests or adverse claims 
prevented from being passed to entry 
before that time, where the application 
embraces several locations held 
in 


common, proof of an expenditure o 
five hundred dollars upon the group 
will be sufficient and an expenditure o 
that amount need not be shown to have 
been made upon, or for the benefit of 
each location embraced in the applica 
tion.

The popular impression is that tbe 


power of declaring war is solely in tbe 
hands of Congress, and that if Con- 
gress sees fit to make such a declara- 
tion it is the duty of the President to 
merely carry it into effect. 
Exam- 


ination of the constitution 
of 
the 


United States reveals that this view 
does not appear to be correct. Tbe 
concluding paragraph of section 7 of 
the constitution reads as follows: 


"Every order, resolution or vote to 


which the cobcurrenoe of the Senate 
and Honse of Representatives may be 
necessary (except on a question of ad 
jonrnment) shall be presented to tbe 
President of the United States, and be 
fore the same shall take effect, shall 
be'approved by him, or, being disap- 
proved by him, shall be repassed by 
two-thirds of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, according to tbe rules 
and limitations prescribed in the case 
of a bill." 


The words "order, resolution or vote" 


are very broad and it may be concluded 
that a declaration of war ia subject to 
veto^ by the President and may be 


sed^over the veto only by a two- 


thirds vote of the Senate and House.— 
Rocky Mountain News.
